commercial property and requested a revision to the proposed by-law to reflect 
this 

e That she on behalf of her clients will continue to discuss outstanding issues with 
staff 

e Concerns with respect to discussion on consideration of placing a cap on the 
number of building permits issued before December 23, 2004 


Mr. John Brunt, McDonald and Hayden Barristers and Solicitors, 1 Queen Street 
East, Suite 1500, Toronto, re: Anndale Properties Limited — Gates of Brampton 
Business Park — Request for Credit Pursuant to Council Resolution C277-2004 
(File F85). 


Mr. John Brunt, McDonald and Hayden Barristers and Solicitors, representing 
Anndale Properties, appeared requesting that exemptions provided for in the current 
by-law continue in the new By-law related to his industrial property. He indicated 
that it was unlikely that his client would have a building permit issued by August 31, 
2004 to qualify for the exemptions provided for in the current by-law. 


There was discussion regarding the financial impacts to the City if the exemption was 
to continue. 


Mr. Neil G. Davis, Davis Webb Schulze & Moon LPP, re: Development Charges — 
John Scarchilli — Plan 43M-880, Block 2-1, Designated as Part 10 on 43R-16527

Mr. Neil Davis, Davis, Webb Schulze and Moon, counsel to Robert and Sonia

credits under Section 14 of the Development Charges Act and exemptions from 
development charges by authority of City by-law, and specifically the application of 
both for his clients’ lands.
